CALENDAR OF 1896 WILL 
DO FOR PRESENT YEAR 


The following interesting letter has 
been received from a friend of both 
The News and 
Republican-Era now 
sojourning in Cuba, 'the p arty being 
desirous that the nam e be w ithheld: 
Reading extracts from letters of a 
form er Salem 
woman 
in the 
Era, 
prompted me to w rite a few facts also, 
concerning Cuba. 
I do not like to doubt o r contra­ 
dict anyone's statem ent, but In regard 
to the j JOO Is of w ater not becoming 
stagnant no m atter how long it stands, 
would indeed be a rem arkable thing 
in a tropical clim ate. ( I am afrlad 
the lady has I)cen m isinform ed in re­ 
gard to that particular feature of the 
island. 
Before the United States arm y cam e 
here (ample were dying by hundreds 
with yellow fever. 
How did they get 
it. 
From the b ite of Hie mosquito. 
And why so? 
Because of the stagnant 
water. 
Everybody* down here sleeps under 
mosquito netting. 
But ju st a t pres­ 
ent, there is not a known ease of yel­ 
low fever on the Island. 
'Ib is is due 
to the arm y of physicians. 
They have 
worked with eternal vigilance until 
they have brought it about. 
Three 
doctors subjected them selves to the 
bite of the mosquito, and it has been 
proven beyond a doubt th a t th e stag­ 
n ant w aters 
contained the 
yellow 
fever germ and that it was carried by 
the mosquito. 
As to the fruits and vegetables I 
know but little as this is not an agn- 
ultural district, but I ain torn it is a 
great farm ing country, and as to the 
honey, 
I 
had 
heard 
before 
coming 
here. 
Tile post is located about 12 miles, 
little west of south from Havana. 
It is a beautiful trolley ride along th* 
beach m ost of th** way. 
I went down 
Sunday, January 12, to sw the effect 
of a storm along Hie coast of which 
I will speak biter. 
Th** siui rises near 7 a. in. and sets 
about 5:30 and is dark limned I ately 
lifter the sun is set and is only day­ 
light 
about one-half 
hour before it 
rises 
W e have no tw ilight, but most 
beautiful starry' 
sky 
and 
gorgeous 
moonlight, just like some of our w inter 
moonlight nights at home, only ber** 
is warm. 
On the hot days in December the 
m ercury ranged from 76 degrees to 
HH degrees for three or four hours In 
the middle of the day 
On January 
It fell to 68 degree* and rem ained 
a t 66 and 72 degree* until today. 
w hen thtf sun cam e out warm and I 
think tomorrow we will 
have nice 
w eather again. 
J hat may not sound 
cold to you who read this but we felt 
th** change almost as we do in our 
home climate. 
Friday, January IO, circulars were 
nt around to prepare for a storm , 
which was due here Saturday after­ 
noon. 
We had a very high 
win*! 
(there is a strong sea breeze at all 
tim es) and we could not aes* very 
far out on the ocean, but th** storm 
m ust have sw itched, for it got no 
worse. 
But the roaring or th e sea 
and the breakers 
w ere 
som ething 
fierce. 
It was a grand sight to see. 
A few words 
about the 
Cubans. 
Around and about the camp and H a­ 
vana they 
wear clothes of all de­ 
scriptions and with various colors. The 
women are great on Paris hats, French 
h«*els and w hitew ashing th e ir faces, 
yes. and I should say perfum e. 
Get 
into a crowded street car and the 
conglom eration of perfum es Is terrify 
ing, 
There are m any 
more 
things I 
could tell, 
but this 
letter is 
too 
lengthy now*, but w hat I have told you 
are actual facts. 


At tills season ort the year, when 
everyone w ants a new calendar for 
1908, it may Interest readers to know 
that if they have an old one eith er 
the year 1812, 1840, 1868, or 1896 lyrmf 
around the house, It will do Just as 
well; 
also if they 
will save their 
190S cub udars they can be used agalq 
In 1936, 1964 and so on up. This goes 
to show that the calendar, like history, 
repeats itself. 
The year 1908 being a leap year, its 
calendar can be used only every 28 
years, but the calendar of 1907 ought 
to Im* saved, for it is a useful one. 
For instance, it w as found handy in 
1782, 1793, 1799, 1805, 1811, 1822, 1833. 
1839, 1850, 1861, 1867, 1878, 1889, 1895 
and 1907, and will be used again in 
1916, and th ereafter every six or ll 
years, excepting when tho year 2000 
conies in, which, w hile divisible by 
four, Isn’t a leap year any m ore than 
1800 or 1900 w ere. 
So we lose a day 
and they get an ex tra year as the re­ 
sult, w hich m eans a (>eriod of 12 years 
m ust elapse betw een the tim e we use 
the calendar before th e year 2000 and 
the tim e we next use it after the year 
2000. 
This m atter of the recurrence of the 
sam e calendar every six or TI year* 
is very sim ple w hen looked into. 
'The 
year 1907 began on a Tuesday, and 
when Tuesday begins a year again it 
is evident the sam e calendar can be 
used, unless it is leap year. 
As 1908 
is a leap year, sta rtin g on W eunesoay, 
an ex tra day is gained and 1909, in-J 
stead of startin g on Thursday, doesn’t 
g et going until Friday, 1910 on S atu r­ 
day. 1811 on Sunday and 1912 would 
naturally sta rt on i uesday, the extra 
day shoves it along to \\ed n esd ay and 
Tuesday is missed., 
Then 1914 sta rts 
on Thursday. 1915 on Friday ann 1916, 
another leap year, on Saturday. 
In 
turn, 1917 sta rts Monday instead or 
Sunday, on account of leap year, so 
th a t not until 1918 do w e'find a year 
which sta rts on Tuesday again, the 
sam e as 1907 did, yet it is not a leap 
year. 
It is evident that if only one leap 
>*iar had come in. as in the |M*riod 
from 1901 to 1907. the sam e day of 
til** week the year to sta rt on will re­ 
cur in six years, but if two come in 
11 years it m ust intervene

HOUSE PASSES LABOR BILLS. 


Metzger** Railway Liability Bdl Goes 
Through W ith but One Op­ 
posing Vote. 


Columbus, O., -tan 23.—Two impor­ 
tant labor bills were passed by the 
house on Wednesday alter a debate 
which consumed more than two hours. 
One was a railway liability bill, fa­ 
thered by Fierce D. Metzger, of Cuya­ 
hoga county, and the other a child 
labor bill by Jam es A. Reynolds, also 
of Cuyahoga 
The latter la a compaa 
Ion bill to the measure passed by tne 
house 
Tuesday, providing an eight- 
hour day for child workers and enu­ 
merating occupations in which their 
employment Is forbidden. 
Mr. Metzger’s bill abolishes the ’as- 
suintii 
risk” clause of the present 
laws relating to liability of railway 
companies for Injuries to employes 
and also the "fellow servant” rule. 
Contributory negligence may be con 
sidered only as mitigating the dam ­ 
ages that may be a s s -ssed. 
The bill 
was passed with but one dissenting 
vote 
An amendment to include Inter­ 
urban and electric railways was of­ 
fered. but this was voted down 
Mr. Reynolds’ bill requiring certis 
cat*s of schooling and health to be 
furnished by children 
between 
the 
ages of 14 aud Iii who work, ran the 
gauntlet of numerous amendments be­ 
fore it was placed on its Anal passage 
Only one important amendment got 
through 
Mr l.ybarger. of Coati oaten, 
objected to the clause in the bill pro­ 
viding that no child under 14 ahull 
"be employed, or be permitted or suf­ 
fered to work" In any of the places 
specified in the bill. 
The 
Lybarger 
amendment 
was 
adopted 
It made the bill read that 
no child under 14 shall be employed 
In any workshop or factory, elim inat­ 
ing a large numl cr of other places 
enumerated in the bill, such as m er­ 
cantile houses, telegraph 
and 
tele­ 
phone offices, etc. 
Mr. Alkin, of Ix>- 
gan county, secured the adoption of an 
amendment which provided that the 
bill should apply only while the pub­ 
lic schools were in session. 
The bill 
was then passed by a vote of 83 to 31. 
Bills passed In senate: 
Appropriat­ 
ing $50,000 for senate ated house sal 
aries and $5,000 and $3,000 respective­ 
ly for house and senate contingent 
funds; providing that members shall 
draw mileage at prevailing passenger 
rate, instead of 12 cents per mile for 
he term; permitting cities to exceed 
Longworth bond limit for bonds to 
build 
(larks. 
boulevards. 
athletic 
grounds and “»h«r places of nubile 
amusement; to give cities power to 
regulate tenement and other bulld-
